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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to independent claims 1 and 2, the 
Applicant's admitted prior art still anticipates the claimed invention as noted in the Final Office Action. New claims 25 and 26 raises new 
issue and will require further search and consideration. With respect to the Applicant's argument pointing out transistors TFT5 and TFT6 
as being the voltage dropping circuit and performing the function of "dropping voltages on a first node ...and a second node... before 
changing from a state in which said first input portion is disconnected from said first node to a state in which said first input portion is 
connected to said first node. " The Examiner interprets transistors TFT2 and TFT3, figure 1, as being the voltage dropping circuit 
performing such function as noted in the detailed Final Office Action. Transistors TFT5 and TFT6 were not explicitly claimed. 
Furthermore, Applicant is respectfully reminded that claims are read in light of the specification. New claims 25 and 26 definitely show 
the voltage dropping circuit utilizing transistors TFT5 and TFT6, however, further search is needed in order to place the Application in 
proper condition for allowance.
